Seiitinient amonK the small track |tronioters is 
strong aifainst the maeliin«-s, and tb<‘y alletfe tlmt 
they will have to elos«; tin-ir itates in litlll if the 
e.Kuluissioii insists niiou using the machines. Some 
of them state it wmild mean a nKinoftoly for Fini- 
li<‘o. The u|i{K>sithm also isduts out that the mii- 
tuels will Is- an experiment at Pimlico, and the 
Italf-mile owntis do not want the iniichines to be 
tri<sl out at their exis-nse. 

Tw<i mile tracks — Havre de Crace and I.aurel — 
and th'- other half-mile tracks in the state will not 
•»e affe<*tetl liy tin* local <*ummissioirs ruling and 
inasmuch as it is exiKK-ted the esmtinuation of 
racing will lie opisised at the next meting of tlie 
legislature a .vear hence, tlie Baltimore County half- 
mile irai’k owners think that the commission shmihl 
iMii eoiu|M*l them to iis4> the machines, while book- 
making will lie |H‘rinilted elsewhere in the state. 

■file f<mr tracks in Baltimore County are the 
tJcntlenien's Driving Park, 'J'imoniiim, Electric Park 
and Prospect Park.

KING GEORGE TO STAY IN RACING. 



Authorized Sta>tement at the Gimcrack Dinner — 
Edward Hulton’* Pronouncement on Breeding. 



The one hiindrisl and forty-sixth annual Gimcrack 
Dinner was eaten at the Station Hotel in York. Kng- 
iaml, Xovcnilier tat. with a notable assemblage of 
the men who govern English racing in atteudauee. 
As the owner for the si-eoud year in succession of 
tlie winner of the tHnicrack Stakes at tlie York 
August .Meeting, it fell to Edward Iliiltoii to m.tke 
the |iriuei|ial address of the meeting, but not tlie 
most iniisjrtant. The latter tjiialificutkiu attaclms 
to an authorized statement by Sir John Thiirsb.v in 
res|iODding to a toast to "The Jockey’ Club,” w’bcn, 
among other things, be said: 

“What w’e all ih*sire is to see the King taking 
ids part in the national s|Mirt. In view of some 
statements that bare Is-eii piiblisiied I have l.o:’d 
Deriiy's aiithorit.v for saying that lie has lao“n the 
|H-rsonal re<’i|iieiit of Ills .Majesty's assiiraiu'e that 
lie bus no intention of in any wa.v w’ithdrawiiig from 
the spurt and. iiidi*eil. means to participate in it in 
tiie fiiluri- as far as liis many dutU's and engage 
uients may is-rmit him.'’ 

This significant statcuM-nt was entliiisiastically 
rei-elveil ami cffei’luall.v dis|Kis<‘s of the w’idel.v eircii- 
iateil aial eutirvly malicious re|sirt of an iiitentio:i 
on King George's part to retire from racing. No 
aiitmiiui’«‘ment more la-lpful to racing has ever Im‘i‘u 
made at a Giuieraek dinner, notable as they have 
always lieeii for imiMirlant iitteram'es of far reacliiug 
effect. 

Mr. IDilton departed from U-aten paths in liis 
uddresK and advanced some ideas that will evoke 
mmli I’oiisidcratioii o’l the part of brec<k‘rs in ulh’T 
«’<aintri«-s us well as of those of England wlieu iie 
said : 

striking feature in iiiiMlern raeing is tlie grow- 
ing disfavor of long-distauee handicaps, not on the 
|iart of lla- iinidie. for. I Is-lieve, long ra«>es are 
waiclaol w’itli more interest than any, liijt from own- 
ers and truiuers wlio find more si;o|m. in going for 
sliorter rail's and less risk of lireakiiig their liorses 
itoWU. It l:as lss*n suggested that more eneoiirage- 
meiit slonild be given for long-dis;aiiee races, bat 
lalunlile iii’izes <lo not iiis’essarily iirodiice a better 
eiilr.v, eitlier in uiiniber or class. Perbaiis if a series 
of long-distance liatidieups of fair value were ar- 
ratigeil liy eoneertiHl ai’tioii amongst the race coui- 
liMiiii'S Is’tter results W’ould follow. 

“Blit 1 liave beard it suggested that the failing 
potiiilarily of loiig-distauis* racing iKiiiits to the 
deeadenis’ of ihi- present day race horse. We aie 
askml. bow many Isirsi-s tisla.v I’oiiUl run in several 
two and tliri-e-iiiile beats in one afteriioou without 
cracking ii|i't Now’ 1 am inclimsi to think there is 
a great deal of niisi'oiu’epluin as to w’hat really took 
plais' In tlioSe early days. It w’ill lie found on in- 
vestigation tiiat very few’ horsi’s ran more than once 
ill one da.v; Ibat. although the events wen- over 
long ilist.’iiK’i’S. till* iiaee was liud. and. in fact, tliere 
W’as more dawdling alsint than rniining. exwpt at 
the linisli. 

•’Prom a glamv liaek at tlie records of 1812 and 
later It call !«• seen I here was a gradual teudene.v 
to cut llie dislaiK-e and iuereasi* the pai'e. These 
lieais do not apis-ar to have been timeil; at all 
events. niMie is given. Now. then; can lie no doiilit. 
1 ihink. that pace is the deciding factor as to the 
tiierlt of endnrama'. and therefore I claim the con- 
tentH of tiMliiy are far more strenuous and exacting 
tlian the old heals, and a champion then would cut 
a very jssir figure now’. 

“The iib-al i«*st of merit is the fast mile, and the 
iKirse w’hicli can siieiiM-d at that distance, amongst 
the lM‘St class and in the best time, is the horse 
that is W’anled. The fast miler Is the horse to 
lireed from. .\s long as this type is prodneed— and 
it is being protliici-d— there Is no fear of decadence. 

••'ITie most important test is the breeding test. 
,4fter all. one of the main objects of racing Is 
that the aeneral inifirovement of horses be secured. 
It will lie found that the best stallions have proved 
their speed at about one mile. They may, of course, 
have sulisequeully -hnwn tlie.r could stay longer 
dIstsiK’es as well. Rut no great stallion bus lacked 
s|ie<-d. It is the essential. Even though they have 
won the liest long distance races, pure sta.vers — I 
mean borws of one pace, luii w’itbout speeii — have 
iK'Ver lieen successful stallions. 

”How’ few t’esarew’iteh horsi's have succeeiled as 
sirew. On llie contrary, in the Cambridgeshire — a 
very fast run mile- many w’inners have siihse- 
<|iienlly become successful at Hie stud. The winners 
of the .\scot Gold Cup may lie divided into two 
divisions, the first consisting of very high-class 
Itortes. nian.v the best of their year, who bad alread.v 
proved their speed, such z» Cylleoe, Persimmon, 



THE JUAREZ RACE TRACK AND ITS STARTING CHUTES 



Because of fretinent inquiries concerning the track over which racing Is now being condncteil at 
Jiiai’cz, a diagram slioiving its dlstaiii’es and chilli's is liere repruduci'd. it having lieen piihli^icil in 
other .years in Dail.v Racing Piirni. The track is DIO fwt w ide and one aiul an eighth miles in len.gtii. 
The stiaigbtawa.v |i:irt of it is a trifle less than a lialf mile and rims h’Oin north to south. The back- 
streleli is to the east, while the two full turns are to the north mid south. Tliere are three chutes 
l•olln^•l•ting with tlie elliiitieal track for the purpose of giving tlie runners as few turns as laisslble. 
Tlic mill' chute cunnei'rs with the main track on tlie backstrctcli and tlie head of the I'linte is threi'- 
sixlcentlis i>f a mile distuiit from the point where it Joins the main track. Tins gives in effei't tw’ii 
straightaw’a.vs in a mile with liut one full turn. The diagram shows this, as well as the pnrpotM's of 
the other clintes;

Isinglass, St. Simon, Isonomy, Petrarch, Doncaster. 
Scottish Chief and Tliormairo.v. .411 these were 
great stallions. The si-cond division might be calleil 
tin* handicap class, w’itli w’hieh mere staying was a 
far greater characteristic than speed. lly iioint is. 
it is nor the pure stayer, with only that attribute, 
tliat makes the stallion. S{ieed tip to at least one 
mill* is quite essential, ami therefore the fast mile 
is a far more desirable test than three or four miles. 

"To turn for a moment, to the best class hors* 
of tislay and that of a fbrna#'kr®eiktlon, edmptri- 
son must, of eiairse. he always a matter Of con- 
jei'ture. 1 do not contend that every year produces 
a siiiierior clasa. ITiere are moderate years and vin- 
tage years In horse flesh, as in otbet fascinating 
subjects. But 'it is unnatural to mppose that suc- 
eeciling generations are not distinctly superior. 
There is no standing still. We advance or decay. 

“Where iK'finite and reliaUe teats can be brought 
to iM'ar in ruuuiug. walking, swimming and Jump- 
ing. tlie records show mark^ and constant supen- 
oril.v, not only in individual cases, but, what Is more 
impiirtant, a great general improvement. If it is 
so in these branches, it wonld speak very poorly 
for the intelligence of race horse breeders If the 
same iirogress had not taken place in the race 
iHirse. It should be mentioned that nineteen seconds 
liave been knoi'ked off the Derby time since the year 
18445. when tlic first time was rei'orded, and it may 
i«' said that the Derby time is at least ten seconds 
faster than lblrt.v years ago. The same ratio ml 
ilonlit obtains in the other races.”

FRENCH POLICY YIELDING RESULTS. 

The New York Herald makes the following edi- 
torial comment on a timely topic: 

“Men deeply interestetl in the horse for his own 
sake have been well aware for a long time that for 
the last few years tliero has been a steady deteriora 
tion in elass and quantity in the prodiietion of the 
horse for general piiriH»ses. There are statistics in 
cxisteiiee. the work of the government, showing an 
alarming falling off even in the last year. No 
dniild some of lliis may lie ascritied to the vast in- 
crease ill the niinilM'r of aiitomobiliui. the improvc- 
ineiit in roads making it possible to use tlie mechan- 
ically proiielled vehicle, and the great and stead.v 
prosiierlty of the farmer, wiio finds it more fashion- 
able to Im' seen in the horseless machine rather than 
behind a warm liloodeil creature of flesh, bone and 
blooil. 

“Nevertheless, there has been a crying demand 
for giKMl horses for ail piirpnH<;s. and .vet only a few 
mouths ago a leading firm in this city told of bow 



diUU’ult it was to get bokl of suitable horses, even 
at high prices. 

“Natiirall.v wlien men afliliateil with the racehorse 
element began to call attention to this state of 
affairs their iitteraui'es were |»erhaps to some e.x- 
teiit (lisi’oiiuted, cynical iiersons claiming that the 
warnings were promiitiul only by a desire to see 
racing restoreii. Still, many columns in different 
issues of the Herald have lieen used to call atteii 
tion to the scarcity of the horse for general luir- 
poses. and now there is additional expert and cer 
tainly disinteresteil testimon.v. 

"It is only six weeks ago that Mr. Cherl Ilalbronn. 
a notetl French horseman, declared through the col- 
umns of the Herald, upon tlie occasion of Bock 
Sand's purchase for exportation to France, that the 
American horse hail become the best In the world. 
He bad seen evidences of this all summer in his own 
country and in England, where American horses were 
winning nian.v of the richest stakes in both coun- 
tries. It is also a well known fact that German cx 
perts have been for several years steady purchasers 
of American thoroughbred mures and stallions, they 
frankly admitting that it was heeause of the well- 
known soundness of tlie Yankee horses’ legs and 
feet. 

“Now here are two great conntrles of Europe 
where horse racing for a specific purpose is going on. 
both reaching out for American mares and stallions 
with which to reinforce their studs, which are b«;iiig 
iisiHl for the ultimate purpose of replenishing army 
mounts. ‘Ttiat ought to lie a lesson to American 
legislators if allying could be,’ said a prominent 
army man last nigbt. ‘But will the lesson be 
taken?’ 

“Here are some recent statements concerning what 
Is being done in France to keep up the standard for 
arm.v luirposes. In that (xwintry small breeders and 
farmers all over the conntr.v find it profitable to 
keep bigb class hromlmares. for the.v can have the 
services of thoroughbred stallions owned by the go\’ 
ernnient at a nominal fee, and even should the pro- 
ihice not Is' gooil enough for the race course It is 
alwa.vs in demand for the arm.v. It is only throiigb 
the race course that the French cavalry has lie»'n 
raised to its present high standard, and in the event 
of a general European war military experts as.sort 
that the niiainted men of France would sweep all be- 
fore tbeni. Just as It is said the French artillery has 
Is'aten the Germans in Turkey. It is claimed' that 
the war in the Far East lias to a certain extent liei-ii 
a test between French and German metlioils. 

“.411 admit the 8iii>eriority of the French cavalry. 

, the direct result of the s.vstematic racing of the best 
horses. In other laiiilK. England, for instance, when 
horses were iieiHleil for the army the whole world 
had to lie scoiireil to get them. Though racing is 
general in England it is not under government pro- 
tection. there are no military studs and there is al- 
ways danger of the Is'st horses lieing sold to for- 
eigiiers. This is not the m«'th<Ml in Pranee. The 
government insists on tlie racing associations giving 
a certain la'rceiitage of their prize moneys to breed- 
ers and tlie government itself offers prizes. 

“.41 various plaees certain races are given wltli 
the understanding that tlie ugrieultiiral department 
has the option of piireliasiiig the winner at a slipii- 
lated price for national stud purposes. In all the 
French government has aliont two thousand stallions, 
of wlileli two hundred are high elass thoronglihreds. 
Recentl.v the sptM'ial cnninilttee on remounts for the 
arm.v agreed that In future the breeilers of all horses 
iHiiight for the array shall la' paid a percentage on 
the piirehase price. This is to stimulate the farmers 
and small breeders to ke<'p goial mares. 

“In another direction, too, the Frencli are setting 
an example. Ttiey eiieoiirnge gentlenii'ii riders aiid 
offer iimii.v valuable prizes for such.”

AMERICAN SIRES REPRESENTED IN ENGLAND. 

Through the performances of their progeny be- 
gotten in this conntry, American stallions, some of 
which are now in other lands, played an important 
part in English raeing of 1912, many of their repre- 
sentatives raeing In English ownership. In this 
eonnection it is a iH'Culiar circumstance that Lord 
Ijmstlale. one of the wealthiest men in England and 
a iiersistent buyer of high prictsl yearlings, owes 
most of bis races won through several years to a 
few Anieriean-bred horses that he picked up here 
and there. To show that more of <mr sires are rep- 
reseiiteil abroad than wiHild generall.v be thought to 
lie tlie case, the following statenien't of their niim- 
lier, repri'si'iitatives and earnings of the latter.
